MEDICAL CENTER HIGHLIGHTS 


Excerpts from Homecoming Address by Yvonne Munn, Associate Dean 
and Assistant Vice President, Rush Presbyterian St. Luke’s Medical 
Center April 21, 1977 


Doctor of Nursing Science Program In January, the faculty approved the 
establishment of a Doctor of Nursing Science program and recruitment 
has begun for student enrollment in September 1977. A complete range 
of academic programs in nursing from the undergraduate to the 
doctorally prepared graduate has now been established at Rush. 


Master of Science in Nursing The five clinical specialty programs leading 
to the Masters degree continues to grow. They have increased their 
enrollment. The five programs are Medical/Surgical Nursing, Geron- 
tological Nursing, Oncology Nursing, Psychiatric/Mental Health Nursing 
and Community Health Nursing Practice. 


Bachelor of Science in Nursing We have approximately 100 senior 
students and anticipate a fall enrollment of 150 juniors. 


Faculty Expansion in the number of faculty has complemented the 
growth in the student population. The faculty continue to develop their 
practitioner/teacher roles and are making a significant contribution to 
care of patients and to learning experiences of students. Thirteen of 
them are unit leaders or assistant unit leaders of individual! patient care 
units, both at PSLH and at Sheridan Road Pavilion. Some of our faculty 
are developing a practitioner/teacher/researcher role for themselves 
with the support of our Clinical Nursing Research Program. 


Clinical Nursing Research Program One of the two projects currently 
funded is the Cardiac Comeback Program. This is a teaching program for 
patients who have had a myocardial infraction. This program will be 
used as part of a comprehensive cardiac rehabilitation program for in- 
hospital use. Also the first Research Symposium sponsored by the Rush 
College of Nursing was held in April 1977. 


Continuing Education Programs The Nurse Associate Programs in 
Pediatrics, Medical/Surgical and Ob/Gyn have been discontinued. 
However, the geriatric nurse associate program is offered once again 
this year. 


Johnston R. Bowman Health Center for the Elderly is a facility whose 
program is concerned with those elderly individuals who are in need of 
restorative or rehabilitative health care. The health center has two 
components: patient care and residential, with emphasis on developing 
new approaches in geriatric care nursing and in living styles for the more 
elderly of our population. 

Rush Home Health Care Program became operational in July 1976. The 
service is accepting patients with in-home skilled nursing needs who 
live anywhere within the city limits of Chicago. The multi-disciplinary 
approach of the program serves to insure continuing care in meeting 
post-hospital needs of our patients. Registered nurses and home health 
aides are prepared to provide these services around the clock 365 days 
a year. 


Clinics This year has witnessed the transition of health center clinics 
into systems of private group practice AND some planning toward the 
initiation of nurse-managed populations. In fact, we do have one nurse- 
managed clinic—The Jones Clinic—located at a public housing project 
for Senior Citizens. It is a satellite of our J.R.B. program. 


Inter-Institutional Affairs Our multi-disciplinary Office of Inter-Institu- 
tional Affairs, has been most instrumental in effecting some joint 
planning with the nursing leadership of ten hospitals which comprise our 
care network. The focus of the planning is centering on ways and means 
to coordinate our respective continuing education programs to maximize 
effectiveness and minimize duplication of resources in money and 
person power. 


Sheridan Road Pavilion Eleven miles away, the departments of Medical 
Nursing and Psychiatric Nursing have taken major responsibility this 
year for the development and implementation of clinical nursing practice 
and academic objectives. Nursing staff here are involved in the 
implementation of a computerized patient information system. 


Quality Assurance Proyram Our Quality Assurance Program, a nursing 
monitoring system, has made significant strides. We are continuing to 
build on what you have supported and upheld—a commitment to 
establish our own standards for practice and to monitor our competen- 
cies in meeting those standards. The program we are developing 
continues to receive national and international attention. 


Obstetrics The growth of our High-Risk Perinatal Program has resulted 
in an expansion in our special care nurseries. Our neonatal transport 
team continues to be active, a program of rooming-in was initiated in 
September and continues to be well received by patients and staff. A 
visitation program for siblings under 6 years of age will be submitted to 
the Chicago Board of Health. The visitation program for siblings ages 
6-16 is in progress and is successful. 


Registered Nurses Another all time high was reached this year with 
registered nurses on staff. As of this moment over 800 registered nurses 
comprise approximately 75% of the staff. This increase in professional 
staff has enabled us to move more quickly into a primary model of 
delivering nursing care. This, along with the continuing development of 
the practitioner/teacher role for faculty, has had positive impact toward 
increasing the quality of nursing care for patients. 


Summary Your home is taking on the finest characteristics of the 
times—both in architecture and in program. And that is as it should be. 
For it was your wau—in your time. The classes we honor tonight— 1927 
and 1952 were as spirited and persistent in maintaining high standards 
of care and education as their successors today. You, too, surely feel 
some pride in knowing that our stature of today and our potential for 
tomorrow has been an outcome of your strengths of the past. In the 
words of Gibran, ‘‘Let each season encircle all other seasons... and let 
today embrace the past with remembrance...and the future with 
longing.”

ABOUT OUR COVER 


The seal of the Rush University College of Nursing (which is seen on 
our cover) combines the school pins of the four school in the Rush 
Presbyterian St. Luke’s Nurse’s Alumni Association. 

The lower left corner shows the book and cross of the St. Luke’s pin. 
The pin is gold with a biue latin cross and open book with rays emitting 
from behind the cross. The cross is a symbol of sacrifice, the rays are a 
symbolic of the light of the world through Christianity; the heart of 
compassion; the book, of the Scriptures. The Scripture reference, St. 
Luke, Chapter X, Verse 9, reads ‘And heal the sick that are therein, and 
say, The kingdom of God has come nigh unto You.’ The blue cross was 
aiso worn on the sieeve of the uniform. 

The lower right corner shows the Presbyterian School pin. The 
designers sought to use something other than the traditional cross. They 
designed a pin in dark blue and gold with a fleur-de-lis, symbol of life, 
and the initials of the school. 

The upper right corner shows the Latin cross of the Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing. The shape of the pin is the quatrefoil 
which is fioral in origin. It also combines the shapes of the two schools 
merged to form this one—the horizontal and vertical ovals. The four 
petals denote the four cardinal virtues, namely justice, prudence, 
temperance and fortitude. The Latin cross with rays of light issusing from 
the center is blue which denotes truth and loyalty. The effect of the 
overall design is that of a window through which one glimpses the rayed 
cross Signifying life, sacrifice, and service. 

The upper left corner shows the Rush University College of Nursing 
pin. it’s background is green, symbol of life. In the center is an anchor, 
symbol of hope, with a protective arch.

We are pleased to find that so many of our alumni have decided to 
continue their education. For this reason, the alumni scholarships and 
loans will be granted on a competitive basis. For this reason also, 
application deadlines and a thirty point system have been set up. The 
chart on the following page will summarize all the necessary information. 

General information for alumni scholarships and loans: 

1. One application may be used for both scholarship and loan. 

2. The same person may apply for both scholarship and loan. 

3. Alumni may apply for a scholarship and loan at each level of study 
(Baccelaureate, Master’s and Doctorate) 

4. A $5.00 processing fee must be included with each application. 

5S. Those alumni who have not received previous scholarships and 
loans will be given first priority. 

6. The point system will be as follows: 

A. Need—15 points 
B. GPA—10 points 
C. References—5 points 

7. In order to be eligible for an alumni scholarship, the applicant must 

be a member of the alumni association for at least two years. 

. In order to be eligible for an alumni loan, the applicant must be a 
member in good standing of the alumni association for no special 
legnth of time. 

9. Loans will be repaid one year after completion of the program of 
Study at 5% interest on the unpaid balance. Billing will begin 3 
months after completion of the Program of study. 

10. The applicant will be required to Sign a truth in lending statement 
required by the State of illinois, and a Promissory note listing the 
schedule of payments prior to receiving a loan. 

11. Student scholarships will be awarded on a point system as follows 
A. Need—15 points 
B. GPA—10 points 
C. References—5 points 
D. Interview with finalists—5 points
